the grower insures ease of adjustment in case of unavoidable error. 


Having spent many years in selecting varieties to insure having 
only those scoring high on all points, and of proven desirability and 
popularity, we are not using valuable catalog space with reiterated 
descriptive superlatives; rather we have tried to state concisely the 
disitnguishing points of interest of each variety. 


We guarantee bulbs true to name. We file orders for Fall deliv- 
ery, asking no deposit, and ship them in rotation as filed, shipping as 
we consider safest and best for the bulbs, beginning in August. When 
bulbs reach you, open the package and place contents in cool, dry, well 
ventilated storage until planting time. All orders are booked to be 
“paid for upon delivery’; so please remit promptly upon receipt of 
bulbs. Prices include packing. Cost of Transportation will be added 
to bulb invoice. A table giving approximate weight of bulbs in the 
various classes will be found on page 12.
